Hs a number of families this Easter 

shad roe will be the piece de resist- 
ance for breakfast. The roes are large 
|} enough, with the addition of thin, dain- 
ty « ped bacon strips, for breakfast 
for five or six persons, accompanied, of 
course, by creamed potatoes. 

Smothered breast of lamb ts very 
good for the meat course of the Easter 
dinner. Select a nice, fresh breast and 
shoulder. Have the butcher remove all 
the bones. Wash and wipe carefully 
with a damp clot Wet some bread- 
crumbs and squeeze them dry, enough 
to make a cupful. Season well with 
grated onion, a clove of garlic, some 
minced parsley, thyme and bay leaf 
and other spices to suit the taste. Put 
into a frying pan with a tablespoonful 
of butter and fry about five minutes. 
Place this dressing in the open side 
of the lamb, roll it up in its own meat 
and tie it securely with thin strips of 
twine to keep the dressing in while 
baking. Slice a carrot, an onion and 
turnip very fine and fry in a tablespoon- 
ful of butter In a deep pan, agate or 
earthenware, When, done add the 
lamb and brown, then cover and sim- 
mer fifteen minutes. Add half a can 
of tomatoes and let brown; then add 
about a pint of boiling water or just 
enough to cover the meat. Set back 
on. the ‘stove and let it simmer gently 
but steadily for about three hou The 
time must be regulated according to 
the size of the roll. Serve with the 
vegetables dished around the meat and 
with its own gravy. 

String beans and apples is a German 
recipe that will give you a novel dish 
for the Easter menu, Take three parts 
of string beans to one of tart apples. 
Snip the beans into small pieces, pare 
and quarter the apples. Bol] the beans 
in salted water until soft, then drain, 
Mix a tablespoonful each of butter and 
flour In a saucepan and add to this 
three tablespoonfuls each of vinegar 
and water and a seasoning of salt, 
Pour over the beans and let cook until 
well seasoned. Boll the apples and add 
thin slices of lemon, , When all is ready 
add the apples to the beans without 
much juice, Serve hot or cold, 

New carrots are quite plentiful and 
add a springlike touch of color to the 
dinner, Scrape the carrots and boil 
them’ whole ‘in a Uttle soup stock or

housewife's desire for a spring cleaning 
or a new abode are all attributed tothe — 
subtle, farreaéhing influence of spring. 
Certain it is that during the next few 
months many. householders will move 
their chattela to other quarters. 

Now, to transfer one's household 
goods to a strange place is an unpleas- 
ant task for most of us, and a few 
hints on how to make the task less dis- 
agreeable may prove acceptable to the 
harassed housewife, who, as a rule, has 
to bear most of the brunt of the change. 

If moving can ever be made pleasant 
for any one it ts for the woman who 
wisely does some days before and at 
her leisure all the work she can to- 
ward the move. 

She carefully packs all ornaments and 
other superfluous things a few days be- 
fore the great. day and expehde none 
of her energy on a foolish drehding and 
bewailing of the discomfort in store for 
every one, . 

If possible, take possession of the new 
house several days before the old ts 
vacated and see that it is thoroughly 
aired and cleaned. 

If carpets are to be cleaned and re- 
laid and it can be arranged, have them 
cleaned and cut to fit the requirements 
of the new home. Rugs are the ideal 
floor covering, and if the old carpets are 
worn replace them with rugs. 

The floor can be stained very cheaply 
by using a strong solution of perman- 
ganate of potash, and you can keep 
them polished afterward with a paste 
of beeswax and turpentine. It is a good 
plan to have all the floors of the new 
house covered before the transfer of 
furniture takes place. 

Solid silver should. not be allowed 
other thanip the family care during 
moving-time;and each piece should 
wrapped in soft paper, unless the plate, 
is usually kept in flannel bags, Each 
separate piece of china should be wrap~- 
ped in paper, and plates and cups and 
saucers should be separated by paper, 
after which the whole should be pack- 
ed in paper and arranged immovably 
in baskets or tubs, Pictures should be 
covered with paper to prevent defa 
ment of the canvas or breaking of the 
giass and carefully marked “GI Aw 
Delicate silk coVered furniture should 
be protected by summer or dust covers, 
All draperies should be well shaken and 
folded in parcels or {nclosed in sheets 
or bed covers, 

If the journey is to be a long one, 
these things and the bed,iinens, save 
those needed for the night, should be 
packed In stout, well nailed boxes, 

All the plate in table vse up to the 
day of moving should be packed in 
trunks with reliable locks and can be 
easily located when required. 

One of the most successful features 
of a move so made ts that the family, 

apart from being inconvenienced, in 
made so comfortable that the general 
health is unimpaired, 

On the morning of moving day have 
a good breakfast provided and eat it 
in serenity, in spite of the fact that dis- 
mantled walls and rooms tend to make 
‘every one more or less gloomy. 

Finally, don’t try to put the new 
home In apple ple order at once. In- 
stead of doing so successfully the too 
anxious housewife only succeeds in 
breaking herself upon the wheel of her 
own foolishness.
